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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues against Takahashi and Suzuki 
teaching an area for updating and a default area which is different from the area for updating. Examiner disagrees. The examiner views 
both Suzuki and Takahashi as a whole to reject the limiations of claim 24. Suzuki teaches a recording medium with an update area ([0049]) 
and Takahashi et al. teach two update area for an anchor to defect lists which identifies defect lists and updates them according (133, 126 
and 152 of Fig. 1, Fig. 5, [0065], [0081], [0084], [0087], [0089]). The limiation of claim 24 only defines the update area, which update area, 
which is the update area taught by Suzuki, is different from the anchor area, which is the anchor for the defect list taught by Takahashi et al. 
Therefore, the application still stands rejected in view of the previous office action. . 
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
